Highway at the Alameda-Contra 
Costa County line. 

Representing P.G.&E. were E. 
H. Prouty, of the land department; 
Walter. Howell,’ Berkeley district 
manager, and O. A. Philpott, assis- 
tant engineer. They declared the 
Albany Hill site most logical since 
the property is adjacent to a 20-inch 
high pressure line carrying natural 
gas from the Kettleman Hills fields. 
They pointed out, however, that 
another site is available just across 
the county line in the unincorporat- 
ed area of Contra Costa County. 
According, to company specifica- 
tions the tank would rise to a 
height of 379 feet, 54 feet above 
Albany Hill,.and would have a 
diameter of 284°feet: The capacity 
would be 17,000,000 cubic feet. 

The building Housing the pres- 
sure unit would be 60 by 120 feet 
and would .be .of stucco construc- 
tion, It is estimated that the city 


) would reccive an annual tax reve- 


nue of $35,000 if the tank is erected 
here. 

Planning Commissioner William 
Garren stated that Albany has long 
had the area zoned as a residential 
district and that etection of the 
tank would tend to depreciate resi- 
dential values in the area. Chair- 
man Ernest Blow expressed a sim- 
ilar opinion but added that the mat- 
ter will be given carefal considera- 
tion by city officials.

Coffee is easy to make just right, 
yet it is surprising how often it 
tastes flat, bitter or burned. And oh, 
what a lot of grousing a poor cup 
causes! Here are some tips for keep~ 
ing the coffee addicts in your houses 
hold happy: 


1. Use fresh coffee. Store it in an 
air-tight container in your refriger- 
ator. This keeps the coffee dry and 
helps it retain its full flavor. Air 
causes coffee to oxidize and lose its 
freshness, 

2. Start with a clean coffee maker, 
After each use, wash it thoroughly 
and rinse well with hot water, Cer- 
tain oils from the coffee attach 
themselves to the coffee maker and 
become stale if not removed. 

3. Accurately measure coffee and 
weter to give the strength of bever- 
age your family prefers. Then care- 
fully follow the directions for the 
type of maker being used. Careless 
measurement is a common cause of 
poor coffee, 

4. Serve coffee as soon as pos- 
sible after brewing. Never let it boil 


after it is made. If it is necessary to | 


let brewed coffee stand any length 


of time, hold it at serving tempera- | 
ture. Coffee that has cooled cannot | 


be reheated without loss of flavor, 

5. If:yow happen to have Teftovet 
coffee, store it in a covered glass
